BRITISH OFFICERS FOR LAGOS. 

Yesterday afternoon there left 
Liverpool, in the British and African 
Co.’s ss. Bakana, 3 British officers and 
10 non-commissioned officers for the 
Gold Coast. The officers are Brevet- 
maj. R. 4. O’Shea, Capt. Harvest, and 
Lieut. P. M. Dove. The instruc- 
tions that the officers have re- 
ceived are understood to be very 
meagre, stating little more than 
that they are to serve inthe Hinter- 
land of the Gold Coast. Capt. Harvest 
will p to Lagos. The non-commis- 
sioned officersare all Royal Asters 
men. A visit to the Queen’s Doc! 
where the Bakana loaded, showed 
that the steamer is taking out a large 
quantity of Government stores, which 
are intended for the troops on the 
coast. There appeared to be about 800 
cases of what are described outside as 
“rations,” consigned to the officer 
administering the Government at 
Cape Coast. About 350 cases of 
cartridges are also being sent to the 
officer administering the Government 
at Lagos, together with a quan- 
tity of telegraph wire and other tele- 
graph apparatus.

THE LONG WAR. 

There is only too much reason to 
fear that the present dispute in the 
engineering trade will prove to be one 
| of the longest, as well as one of the 
| fiercest, etruggles in the history of 
| Labour warfare in this country. After 

many weeks, during which the circle 
[ot unemployed workmen has been 

steadily widening until it is estimated 
| that more than 50,000 men are idie, 
| there is no prospect whatever of the 
conclusion of peace. It appears that 
the Board of Trade, in the person of 
| Mr. Ritchie, has expressed its readi- 
ness to mediate between the parties. 
The men are said by their traders to 
be quite willing to meet the masters 
in conference. But then they, at the 
same time, are quite determined to 
stand firmly to their original demand 
| for the eight hours day, and to accept 
no compromise on that fundamental 
point, whatever they may be pre- 
pared to concede with respect to other 
| matters which they regard as non- 
essential. The masters, on their side, 
are equally decided that they cannot 
modify their original point-blank re- 
fusal to reduce the hours of labour 
from nine to eight. Such reduction, 
their executive committee unani- 
mouely resolved last ‘Tuesday, cannot 
be admitted in the present condition 
of the engineering and allied trades. 
That they should have been equally 
firm in standing out for the “absolute 
freedom” of the employer to manage 
his works at his own discretion adds 
further weight to their conclusion that 
no useful effect can, in these circum- 
etances, be produced by any interven. 
tion of third parties. With that con- 
clusion we are reluctantly compelled 
to agree. The very essence of compro- 
mise consists in the readiness of each 
party to the dispute to submit to 
some reduction of its claims. In the 
present case the core and kernel of the 
whole quarrel is the eight hours ques- 
tion, and on that point both sides are 
absolutely determined not to give way 
an inch. The masters, rightly or

ME. LANGTRY. 


Mr. H. S. Landor, grandson of Wal- 
ter Savage dor, left London some 
time 


o to reach and enter, if pos 
sible, Lhassa, the sacred city of Thibet. 
He was fully aware of the horrible fate 
that would fellow the penetration of 
his disguise, and as he left he re- 
marked, quoting Mr. W. S. Gilbert, 
“Yes, I expect it will be something 
lingering, with boiling oil in it.’” 
And, indeed, according to Reuter, the 
tortures he was subjected to appear to 
have been of a most terrible nature.
